ries still m the blueprint stage. 


But they predicted it will hit 


hardest at proposed roadhouses, 
night clubs, theaters and other 
amusement projects. 
These will 


not be banned entirely, but build- 
ers will have to show there is a 
community need for such recre- 
ational facilities. 


Sees "No Alternative" 


The new order is being drawn 


up by the Civilian Production Ad- 
ministration

"There's no alternative," said 


one official, "with the goal 2,700,- 
000 new homes during the next 
two years."

Rear A dm. John H. Cassady. 


commanding the task group built 
around the 
60.000-ton Midway, 


said that in general the dividing 
line for cold weather 
operations 


appears to be 15 degrees Fahren- 
heit. 


Above that temperature air op- 


erations can be fairly normal, but 
below it special operating methods 
must be devised. 


Several officers of long exper- 


ience in naval air warfare agreed 
on this outline of winter opera- 
tions: 


Above 15 degrees, planes can 


operate almost exactly as they did 


the Pacific except that more 


irne must be allowed to prepare 
for launching. 


Carrier personnel also must be 


increased, however, to provide for 
shorter watches and to make cer- 
tain that the flight deck is kept 
clear of snow and ice 


Seek Colder Weather 


Below 15 degrees, it probably 


will be necessary to prepare planes 
for launching on the hangar deck, 
take them immediately to the

A British foreign office spokes- 


man disclosed dispatch of a note 
on Manchuria to Moscow, follow- 
ing by several days the American 
protest. He added that the British 
government maintained that all 
factory installations in Manchuria 
should be left in the custody of 
the Chinese until an allied decision 
was made for their disposal. 


The spokesman also said that 


the British charge d'affaires in 
Moscow had been instructed to 
"press for an early reply" to a 
note demanding an explanation of 
Russia's failure to evacuate Iran 
in accordance with a Big Three 
agreement.

United 
States 


previously had protested to Mos- 
cow over the situation in Iran. 


The Moscow radio, meanwhile, 


decried what it described as "irre- 
sponsible talk" 
in 
the United 


States, and said it appeared that 
certain people there were attempt- 
ing "to plant the seeds of a new 
world war: to poison the public 
mind against the Soviet Union." 


Friendship Essential 


The broadcast declared Soviet- 


American friendship was essential 
to world peace and asked why the 
United States should "defend Brit- 
ish colonial policy."

speech in the United States by a 
British politician, relative to our 
ally, the Russian people. 


Russia is an Ally 


"I have heard ceitam military 


personnel express agreement with 
these policies m the presence of 
German frauleins. 


"This practice must stop imme- 


diately. 


"The Soviet government is an 


ally of the U.S.A. and you are 
individually and collectively rep- 
resentatives of our government. I 
will not tolerate any disparaging 
remarks against our allies to the 
German people. This does not vio- 
late your right of free 
speech 


among yourselves 


"I do not hate the German 


people. My policy in regard to 
dancing and 
social 
gatherings 


should indicate that fact to you, 
but I can't forget that the sun 
will alway set upon the grave of 
some 
American 
soldier. From 


Pearl Harbor and Bataan to the 
Elbe, your buddies are lying dead 
because of the Nazi party and the 
evil machinations of Hitler and his 
gang. Don't let your fraulein's 
opinion influence you. 
She has 


been raised in an atmosphere of 
hatred and intolerance of all na- 
tions on earth except the master 
race we have just whipped.

inal archbishop of St. Louis once 
studied to become a missionary to 
America's Missouri valley more 
than 60 years ago.

ment, members of the diplomatic 
corps and members of the cardin- 
al's family with whom he spent a 
happy evening just a month ago 
when he stopped at Kinnegad in 
County Westmeath on his way to 
Vatican City to receive his Card- 
inal's red hat. 


The cardinal's body had been

declared. His patient played for 
two and one half minutes over the 
air (CBS). 


The "Maestro" scorned as un- 


aware of his audience as he was 
on former occasions. He turned 
to acknowledge applause without 
a smile or bow. and showed no 
sign or emotion or recognition 
even when his 70-year-old mother 
came up to greet him after the 
performance. 


Apparently taking little note of 


his surroundings, the pianist play- 
ed on unperturbed as photograph- 
erg flashed cameras around him. 
His only sign of restlessness came 
just before he went on the air, 
when he fingered the keys im- 
patiently while waiting to start 
playing.

Chinese Nationalist and Commun- 
ist reinforcements today were re- 
ported moving to Mukden, the 
Central news agency said, the ri- 
val forces were battling after sud- 
den withdrawal of Soviet troops. 


Chinese press dispatches said 


that the Communists, heavily out- 
numbering Nationalist troops in 
the city of 2,000,000—Manchuria's 
largest—had occupied the power 
plant and northern district. 


Other reports said the Central 


government had proclaimed mar- 
.tial law in the skeleton city, whose 
once-great industrial plants had 
been picked clean by the Rus- 
siaijs. 


The press reports declared that 


elements of four nationalist armies 
were marching to Mukden and 
that 
Communist reinforcements 


were moving in from the north. 
Government elements were identi- 
fied as from the 13th, 52nd, 1st 
and 6th armies. 


The Central Daily News said 


the Nationalist 14th division en- 
tered Mukden Saturday. 


Blame Reds' Withdrawal

and 
other 
research 


groups, developed 50 new forms 
of the synthetic product. 


Marvel, who directed the work, 


told how his staff had established 
the effect and importance of pur- 
ity of materials used in the syn- 
thetic and developed analytical 
methods for controlling the pro- 
duction and quality of the product. 


He predicted that within two 


years synthetic rubber 
will be 


"well superior" to 
the 
natural 


product and that the American 
tire industry will be "permanently 
free from 
any military or eco- 


nomic threats from foreign rub- 
ber sources". 


Whether any of the 50 synthetic 


rubbers developed in the labora- 
ory will be adopted for tire mak- 
ing remains to be learned, Marvel 
said, although he reported that 
Borne of them show advantages 
for specialized uses outside tfre 
manufacturing.

suspected a world revolutionary 
conspiracy had achieved hidden 
power here and was pulling the 
strings or breaking them in high 
places to promote confusion ana 
weakness amongst us. 


I told them this: 
I do not believe a conspiracy ex- 


ists in the sense that a certain 
group of men have met and agreed 
to destroy this government. That 
would be old fashioned. Revolu- 
tions are not accomplished that 
way in this modern day. 


I do believe a thought-conspir- 


acy exists. Thought control' has 
reached international dimensions 
through many modern devices, vis- 
ible and invisible, by open propa- 
ganda but also by secret influence. 
Officials in public office are more 
often the tools of powerful politi- 
cal 
forces 
outside government 


than the directors 
of thought 


which they appear to be in public 
announcements. 


* * * 


The Communists are a very 


small political group in this coun- 
try. Yet the things they advocate 
are taken up and advocated by 
thousands, sometimes hundreds ot 
thousands, and on some issues by 
millions of our people. The Com- 
munists have found the technique 
of appeal here is to a sense ot 
justice, and they have worked on 
this technique laboriously to in- 
duce unsuspecting and unknowing 
people to fight their real cause— 
the basic Marxian concepts ot 
spreading confusion within capi- 
tahs mand getting it to destroy 
itself. 
This is the only effective 


technique possible for such a do- 
mestic and world minority. 


Now Hitler was at his business 


of influencing our minds similarly 
only a few years, yet he captured 
many an "open mind" among us 
The Communists have been at it 
for 39 years, with less money but 
no greater zeal, and no less re- 
sults. Their Marxist ideals have 
seeped down deep into our whole 
culture—not only in politics where 
inroads have been made against 
freedom of the individual and to- 
ward totalitarianism, but in art 
where they have been able to 
abolish normal human concepts ot
